Since the adjournment of the last Legislature, 


the Chief Executive Officer of the Common 
wealth, the late Governor Shunk, has sunk be- 
neath the malady which then afflicted him — 
He died on the 20th day of July, 1SJS. 


It will not bedeemcd improperin rne to say a 


few words in reference to the character of the 
illustrious deceased. 


The late Governor Shurik having spent a 


large portion of his life in the public service, 
and having mingled much with his fellow citi- 
zens, was well and extensively known through- 
out the State, and it is with pleasure the cir 
cumstance is recalled to my mind, that at one 
period of his life, I had the honor to enjoy his 
intimate personal fiiendship. 


During our intimacy, it always gave him 


great pleasure to aid and assist the young and 
inexperienced, to relieve the distressed, and to 
impart to his fellow men, by words of kindness, 
and deeds of charity, as larse a share of happi- 
ness as his condition would allow. 


His intercourse with others was couiteous, 


ihe people's will, they would have been faith- 
fully executed. 


In assuming as Speaker of the Senate, the ex- 


ercise of Executive functions, although 
not 


deeming it absolutely necessary, prudence sug- 
gested the propriety of being sworn to a faith- 
ful discharge of the Executive duties, and an 
oath to that effect was administered to me by 
the Honorable the Speaker of the House of 
Representatives. 


A law requiring in all cases of death or res- 


ignation of the Governor, or of his removal from 
office, that writs to the Sheriff's of the different 
counties shall be issued as soon as the Speaker 
of the Senate shall bo sulh'ciently informed of 
such death, resignation or removal, and requi- 
ring, further, that the officer assuming Execu- 
tive functions should be sworn in the same 
manner and to the same effect as a Chief Mag- 
istrate inducted into office, determining also the 
person authori/ed to administerthe oath, would 
obviate future doubts, and the same is respect- 
fully recommended to the Legislature. 


It is worthy the attention of the Legislature 


and lhe people, that no provision exists in the 
Constitution in the contingency of the death or 
inability to serve, of the Speaker of the Senate 
af'er the death, resignation, or removal of the 
Governor, for the selection of a presiding mag- 
istrate. 
Such an event happening, the govern- 


ment would be left without a constitutional offi- 
cer to carry on its operations. 
An omission of 


such importance should be supplied at the ear- 
liest possible period.

tricts of country, where manufacturing 
industry abounds, and the demand for it 
increases or diminishes in proportion to 
the active operations of these establish- 
ments.

guished, and every wheel that is stopped, 
lessens the demand lor coal, decreases 
its value in the market, and reduces the 
prices of labor, by lessening its value to 
lhe owner of the article.
